Submission, modification, revision, and withdrawal of proposals. (1) Unless other methods (e.qg., electronic
commerce or facsimile) are permitted in the solicitation, proposals and modifications to proposals shall be
submitted in paper media in sealed envelopes or packages (i) addressed to the office specified in the
solicitation, and (ii) showing the time and date specified for receipt, the solicitation number, and the name
and address of the offeror. Offerors using commercial carriers should ensure that the proposal is marked
on the outermost wrapper with the information in paragraphs (c)(1)(i) and (c)(1)(ii) of this provision.

As a public sponsor of biomedical research, the National Institutes of Health (NIH) has a dual
interest in accelerating scientific discovery and facilitating product development. Intellectual
property restrictions can stifle the broad dissemination of new discoveries and limit future avenues
of research and product development. At the same time, reasonable restrictions on the
dissemination of research tools are sometimes necessary to protect legitimate proprietary
interests and to preserve incentives for commercial development. To assist NIH contractors
achieve an appropriate balance, the NIH has provided guidance in the form of a two-part
document, consisting of Principles setting forth the fundamental concepts and Guidelines that
provide specific information to patent and license professionals and sponsored research
administrators for implementation.

(a) Sharing Research Data

Note: The NIH Guide announcement referenced below states that this policy is applicable
to "all investigator-initiated applications with direct costs greater than $500,000 in any
single year."

Communications will be held with offerors whose past performance information is
the determining factor preventing them from being placed within the competitive
range. Such communications shall address adverse past performance
information to which an offeror has not had a prior opportunity to respond. Also,
communications may be held with any other offerors whose exclusion from, or
inclusion in, the competitive range is uncertain.

Such communications shall not be used to cure proposal deficiencies or
omissions that alter the technical or cost elements of the proposal, and/or
otherwise revise the proposal, but may be considered in rating proposals for the
purpose of establishing the competitive range.

All aspects of the proposals are subject to
discussions, including cost, technical approach, past performance, and
contractual terms and conditions. At the conclusion of discussions, each offeror
still in the competitive range shall be given an opportunity to submit a written Final
Proposal Revision (FPR) with the reservation of the right to conduct finalization of
details with the selected source in accordance with HHSAR 315.370.

The process described in FAR 15.101-1 will be employed, which permits the Government
to make tradeoffs among cost or price and non-cost factors and to consider award to
other than the lowest price offeror or other than the highest technically rated offeror. This
process will take into consideration the results of the technical evaluation, the past
performance evaluation (if applicable) and the cost analysis.

The NCI reserves the right to make a single award, multiple awards, or no award at all to
the RFP. In addition, the RFP may be amended or canceled as necessary to meet NCI
requirements.

Direct
salary (or institutional base salary) excludes any income that an individual may be permitted to earn
outside of duties to the contractor.

This does not preclude the offeror from absorbing that portion of an employee's annual salary (plus
the dollar amount for fringe benefits and associated indirect costs) that exceeds a rate of the
Executive Schedule, Level I*. The salary rate limitation set by P.L. 108-447 applies only to Fiscal
Year 2005 funds, however, salary rate ceilings for subsequent years may be included in future DHHS
appropriation acts. Multi-year contracts awarded pursuant to this solicitation may be subject to
unilateral modifications by the Government if an individual's annual salary exceeds any salary rate
ceiling established in future appropriations acts. The Executive Schedule, Level I* annual salary rate
limit also applies to individuals proposed under subcontracts, however it does not apply to
consultants.

Establish adequate enforcement mechanisms and provide for sanctions where appropriate.

ROTC Access and Federal Military Recruiting on Campus

Section 514 of the FY 1997 Appropriations Act prohibits NIH from providing contract funds to
educational institutions that the Secretary of Defense determines have a policy or practice (regardless
of when implemented ) that either prohibits, or in effect prevents (1) the maintaining, establishing, or

Compliance Board Electronic and Information Technology (EIT) Accessibility Standards (36 CFR part
1194) require that all EIT acquired must ensure that:

Schedules shall be
shown in terms of calendar months from the date of authorization to proceed or,
where applicable, from the date of a stated event, as for example, receipt of a
required approval by the Contracting Officer. Unless the request for proposal
indicates that the stipulated schedules are mandatory, they shall be treated as
desired or recommended schedules. In this event, proposals based upon the
offeror's best alternative schedule, involving no overtime, extra shift or other
premium, will be accepted for consideration.

Personnel

Describe the experience and qualifications of personnel who will be assigned for direct work
on this program. Information is required which will show the composition of the task or work
group, its general qualifications, and recent experience with similar equipment or programs.
Special mention shall be made of direct technical supervisors and key technical personnel,
and the approximate percentage of the total time each will be available for this program.

OFFERORS SHOULD ASSURE THAT THE PRINCIPAL INVESTIGATOR, AND ALL
OTHER PERSONNEL PROPOSED, SHALL NOT BE COMMITTED ON FEDERAL
GRANTS AND CONTRACTS FOR MORE THAN A TOTAL OF 100% OF THEIR TIME. IF
THE SITUATION ARISES WHERE IT IS DETERMINED THAT A PROPOSED EMPLOYEE
IS COMMITTED FOR MORE THAN 100% OF HIS OR HER TIME, THE GOVERNMENT
WILL REQUIRE ACTION ON THE PART OF THE OFFEROR TO CORRECT THE TIME
COMMITMENT.

(1) Principal Investigator/Project Director

List the name of the Principal Investigator/Project Director responsible for overall
implementation of the contract and key contact for technical aspects of the project.
Even though there may be co-investigators, identify the Principal Investigator/Project
Director who will be responsible for the overall implementation of any awarded
contract. Discuss the qualifications, experience, and accomplishments of the
Principal Investigator/Project Director.

(2) Other Investigators

List all other investigators/professional personnel who will be participating in the
project. Discuss the qualifications, experience, and accomplishments. State the
estimated time each will spend on the project, proposed duties on the project, and
the areas or phases for which each will be responsible.

(3) Additional Personnel

List names, titles, and proposed duties of additional personnel, if any, who will be
required for full-time employment, or on a subcontract or consultant basis. The
technical areas, character, and extent of subcontract or consultant activity will be
indicated and the anticipated sources will be specified and qualified. For all
proposed personnel who are not currently members of the offeror's staff, a letter of
commitment or other evidence of availability is required. A resume does not meet
this requirement. Commitment letters for use of consultants and other personnel to
be hired must include:

-The specific items or expertise they will provide.
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-Their availability to the project and the amount of time anticipated.
-Willingness to act as a consultant.
-How rights to publications and patents will be handled.

(4) Resumes
Resumes of all key personnel are required. Each must indicate educational
background, recent experience, specific or technical accomplishments, and a listing
of relevant publications.

Technical Evaluation

Proposals will be technically evaluated in accordance with the factors, weights, and order of relative
importance as described in the Technical Evaluation Criteria (Section M., hereof).

Additional Technical Proposal Information

a) Proposals which merely offer to conduct a program in accordance with the requirements of
the Government's scope of work will not be eligible for award. The offeror must submit an
explanation of the proposed technical approach in conjunction with the tasks to be performed
in achieving the project objectives.

b) The technical evaluation is conducted in accordance with the weighted technical evaluation
criteria by an initial review panel. This evaluation produces a numerical score (points) which
is based upon the information contained in the offeror's proposal only.

Other Considerations

Record and discuss specific factors not included elsewhere which support your proposal. Using
specifically titled subparagraphs, items may include:

a) Any agreements and/or arrangements with subcontractor(s). Provide as much detail as
necessary to explain how the statement of work will be accomplished within this working
relationship.

b) Unique arrangements, equipment, etc., which none or very few organizations are likely to

have which is advantageous for effective implementation of this project.

c) Equipment and unusual operating procedures established to protect personnel from hazards
associated with this project.

d) Other factors you feel are important and support your proposed research.

e) Recommendations for changing reporting requirements if such changes would be more
compatible with the offeror's proposed schedules.

IMPORTANT NOTE TO OFFERORS: The following 12 paragraphs (5) through (16) shall be addressed
in a SEPARATE SECTION of the Technical Proposal entitled, "HUMAN SUBJECTS."

Human Subjects

The following notice is applicable when contract performance is expected to involve risk to human
subjects:

Notice to Offerors of Requirements of 45 CFR Part 46, Protection of Human Subjects (MARCH
2005)
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(a) Copies of the Department of Health and Human Services (Department) regulations
for the protection of human subjects, 45 CFR Part 46, are available from the Office
for Human Research Protections (OHRP), Bethesda, Maryland 20892. The
regulations provide a systematic means, based on established ethical principles, to
safeguard the rights and welfare of individuals who participate as subjects in
research activities supported or conducted by the Department.

(b) The regulations define a human subject as a living individual about whom
an investigator (whether professional or student) conducting research
obtains data through intervention or interaction with the individual, or
identifiable private information. The regulations extend to the use of human
organs, tissue, and body fluids from individually identifiable human subjects
as well as to graphic, written, or recorded information derived from
individually identifiable human subjects. The use of autopsy materials is
governed by applicable State and local law and is not directly regulated by
45 CFR Part 46.

(c) Activities in which the only involvement of human subjects will be in one or
more of the categories set forth in 45 CFR 46.101(b)(1-6) are exempt from
coverage.

(d) Inappropriate designations of the noninvolvement of human subjects or of

exempt categories of research in a project may result in delays in the review
of a proposal.

Instructions to Offerors Regarding Protection of Human Subjects
Offerors must address the following human subjects protections issues if this contract will be for
research involving human subjects (note: under each of the following points below, the offeror should
indicate whether the information provided relates to the primary research site, or to a collaborating
performance site(s), or to all sites:

(a) Risks to the subjects
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Human Subjects Involvement and Characteristics:
- Describe the proposed involvement of human subjects in response to the solicitation.

- Describe the characteristics of the subject population, including their anticipated
number, age range, and health status.

- Identify the criteria for inclusion or exclusion of any subpopulation. Explain the
rationale for the involvement of special classes of subjects, such as fetuses,
pregnant women, children, prisoners, institutionalized individuals, or others who are
likely to be vulnerable populations.

Sources of Materials:

- Identify the sources of research material obtained from individually identifiable living
human subjects in the form of specimens, records, or data. Indicate whether the
material or data will be obtained specifically for research purposes or whether use
will be made of existing specimens, records, or data.

Potential Risks:

- Describe the potential risks to subjects (physical, psychological, social, legal, or
other) and assess their likelihood and seriousness to the subjects.

- Describe alternative treatments and procedures, including the risks and benefits of
the alternative treatments and procedures, to participants in the proposed research,
where appropriate.

Adequacy of Protection Against Risks
Recruitment and Informed Consent:

- Describe plans for the recruitment of subjects and the procedures for obtaining
informed consent.

Collaborating Site(s)

When research involving human subjects will take place at collaborating site(s) or other performance
site(s), the offeror must provide in this section of its proposal a list of the collaborating sites and their
assurance numbers. Further, if you are awarded a contract, you must obtain in writing, and keep on
file, an assurance from each site that the previous points have been adequately addressed at a level
of attention that is at least as high as that documented at your organization. Site(s) added after an
award is made must also adhere to the above requirements.

Required Education in the Protection of Human Research Participants

NIH policy requires education on the protection of human subject participants for all investigators
submitting NIH proposals for contracts for research involving human subjects. This policy
announcementis found in the NIH Guide for Grants and Contracts Announcement dated June 5, 2000
atthe following website: http://grants.nih.gov/grants/quide/notice-files/NOT-OD-00-039.html. Offerors
should review the policy announcement prior to submission of their offers. The following is a
summary of the Policy Announcement:

For any solicitation for research involving human subjects, the offeror shall provide in its technical
proposal the following information: (1) a list of the names of the principal investigator and any other
individuals proposed under the contract who are responsible for the design and/or conduct of the
research; (2) the title of the education program completed (or to be completed prior to the award of
the contract) for each named personnel; (3) a one sentence description of the program(s) listed in (2)
above. This requirement extends to investigators and all individuals responsible for the design and/or
conduct of the research who are working as subcontractors or consultants under the contract.

Curricula that are readily available and meet the educational requirement include the NIH on-line

tutorial, titled “Protection of Human Research Subjects: Computer-Based Training for Researchers,”

available at http://ohsr.od.nih.gov/cbt/. You may download the information at this site at no cost and

modify it, if desired. The University of Rochester has made its training program available for individual

investigators. Completion of this program will also satisfy the educational requirement. The

University of Rochester manual can be obtained through Centerwatch, Inc. at
http://www.centerwatch.com/order/pubs_profs protect.html.

If an institution already has developed educational programs on the protection of research

participants, completion of these programs also will satisfy the educational requirement.

In addition, prior to the substitution of the principal investigator or any other individuals responsible
for the design and/or conduct of the research under the contract, the contractor shall provide the
contracting officer with the title of the education program and a one sentence description of the
program that the replacement has completed.
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Inclusion of Women and Minorities in Research Involving Human Subjects

It is NIH policy that women and members of minority groups and their sub-populations must be
included in all NIH-supported clinical research projects involving human subjects, unless a clear and
compelling rationale and justification establishes to the satisfaction of the relevant Institute/Center
Director that inclusion is inappropriate with respect to the health of the subjects or the purpose of the
research. The Director, NIH, may determine that exclusion under other circumstances is acceptable,
upon the recommendation of an Institute/Center Director, based on a compelling rationale and
justification. Cost is not an acceptable reason for exclusion except when the study would duplicate
data from other sources. Women of childbearing potential should not be routinely excluded from
participation in clinical research. This policy results from the NIH Revitalization Act of 1993 (Section
492B of Public Law 103-43), and applies to research subjects of all ages.

Allinvestigators proposing research involving human subjects should read the UPDATED "NIH Policy
and Guidelines on the Inclusion of Women and Minorities as Subjects in Clinical Research, Amended
October 2001," published in the NIH Guide for Grants and Contracts on October 9, 2001 at the
following web site:

Excluded from this definition are in vitro studies that utilize human
tissues that cannot be linked to a living individual. Patient-oriented research includes (a) mechanisms
of human disease, (b) therapeutic interventions, (c) clinical trials, and (d) development of new
technologies; (2) Epidemiologic and behavioral studies; and (3) Outcomes research and health
services research," at:

Information Required for ALL Clinical Research Proposals

This solicitation contains a review criterion addressing the adequacy of: (1) the offeror’s plans for
inclusion of women and minorities in the research proposed; or (2) the offeror’s justification(s) for
exclusion of one or both groups from the research proposed.

Provide information on the composition of the proposed study population in terms of sex/gender and
racial/ethnic groups and provide a rationale for selection of such subjects in response to the
requirements of the solicitation. The description may include (but is not limited to) information on the
population characteristics of the disease or condition being studied in the planned research, and/or
described in the statement of work, national and local demography, knowledge of the
racial/ethnic/cultural characteristics of the population, prior experience and collaborations in
recruitment and retention of the populations and subpopulations to be studied, and the plans,
arrangements and letters of commitment from relevant community groups and organizations for the
planned research.

The proposal must include the following information:

- A description of the subject selection criteria

- The proposed dates of enrollment (beginning and end)

- A description of the proposed outreach programs for recruiting women and minorities as
subjects

- A compelling rationale for proposed exclusion of any sex/gender or racial/ethnic group

- The proposed sample composition using the “Targeted/Planned Enroliment Table”(see
Section J, Attachments)

NOTE 1: For all proposals, use the ethnic and racial categories and complete the “Targeted/Planned
Enrollment Table in accordance with the Office of Management and Budget (OMB) Directive No. 15,
which may be found at: http://www.whitehouse.gov/OMB/fedreg/ombdirl5.html.
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NOTE 2: If this is an Indefinite Delivery, Indefinite Quantity (IDIQ) or Requirements contract as
defined in FAR 16.5, the proposal should describe in general terms how it will comply with each
bulleted item above for each task order. When the Government issues a task order request for
proposal, each of the bulleted information items must be fully and specifically addressed in the
proposal.

Standards for Collecting Data. When you, as a contractor, are planning data collection items on
race and ethnicity, you shall use, at a minimum, the categories identified in OMB Directive No. 15.

- Plans to include and analyze sex/gender and/or racial/ethnic subgroups when prior studies
strongly support no significant differences in intervention effect between subgroups, OR

- Plans to conduct valid analyses of the intervention effect in sex/gender and/or racial/ethnic
subgroups (without requiring high statistical power for each subgroup) when the prior studies
neither support nor negate significant differences in intervention effect between subgroups.

Use the form entitled, "Targeted/Planned Enroliment Table," when preparing your response
to the solicitation requirements for inclusion of women and minorities. (See Section J-List of
Documents, Exhibits and Other Attachments of the RFP)

Unless otherwise specified in this solicitation, the Government has determined that the work required
by this solicitation does not involve a sex/gender specific study or a single or limited number of
minority population groups. Therefore, the NIH believes that the inclusion of women and minority
populations is appropriate for this project. (See Section M of this RFP for more information about
evaluation factors for award.)

Use the form entitled, "Inclusion Enroliment Report," for reporting in the resultant contract.

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Inclusion of Children in Research Involving Human Subjects

It is NIH policy that children (defined below) must be included in all human subjects research,
including, but not limited to, clinical trials, conducted under a contract funded by the NIH, unless there
are clear and compelling reasons not to include them. (See examples of Justifications for Exclusion
of Children below). For the purposes of this policy, contracts involving human subjects include
categories that would otherwise be exempt from the DHHS Policy for Protection of Human Research
Subjects (sections 101(b) and 401(b) of 45 CFR 46), such as surveys, evaluation of educational
interventions, and studies of existing data or specimens that should include children as participants.
This policy applies to both domestic and foreign research contracts.

For purposes of this policy, a child is defined as an individual under the age of 21 years.

All offerors proposing research involving human subjects should read the "NIH Policy and Guidelines
on the Inclusion of Children as Participants in Research Involving Human Subjects" which was
published in the NIH Guide for Grants and Contracts on March 6, 1998 and is available at the
following URL address:

Offerors also may obtain copies from the contact person listed in the RFP.

Inclusion of children as participants in research must be in compliance with all applicable subparts
of 45 CFR 46 as well as other pertinent laws and regulations whether or not such research is
otherwise exempted from 45 CFR 46. Therefore, any proposals must include a description of plans
for including children, unless the offeror presents clear and convincing justification for an exclusion.
The “Human Subjects” section of your technical proposal should provide either a description of the
plans to include children and a rationale for selecting or excluding a specific age range of child, or an
explanation of the reason(s) for excluding children as participants in the research. This solicitation
contains a review criterion addressing the adequacy of: (1) the plans for including children as
appropriate for the scientific goals of the research; and/or (2) the justification of exclusion of children
or exclusion of a specific age range of children.

When children are included, the plan also must include a description of: (1) the expertise of the
investigative team for dealing with children at the ages included; (2) the appropriateness of the
available facilities to accommodate the children; and, (3) the inclusion of a sufficient number of
children to contribute to a meaningful analysis relative to the purpose/objective of the solicitation.

Justifications for Exclusion of Children

It is expected that children will be included in all research involving human subjects unless one or
more of the following exclusionary circumstances can be fully justified:

- The objective of the solicitation is not relevant to children.

- There are laws or regulations barring the inclusion of children in the research to be
conducted under the solicitation.

- The knowledge being sought in the research is already available for children or will
be obtained from another ongoing study, and an additional study will be redundant.
You should provide documentation of other studies justifying the exclusion.

- A separate, age-specific study in children is warranted and preferable.
Examples include:

- The relative rarity of the condition in children, as compared with adults (in
that extraordinary effort would be needed to include children); or

- The number of children is limited because the majority are already accessed
by a nationwide pediatric disease research network; or
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- Issues of study design preclude direct applicability of hypotheses and/or
interventions to both adults and children (including different cognitive,
developmental, or disease stages of different age-related metabolic
processes); or

- Insufficient data are available in adults to judge potential risk in children (in
which case one of the research objectives could be to obtain sufficient adult
data to make this judgment). While children usually should not be the initial
group to be involved in research studies, in some instances, the nature and
seriousness of the illness may warrant their participation earlier based on
careful risk and benefit analysis; or

- Study designs aimed at collecting additional data on pre-enrolled adult study
subjects (e.g., longitudinal follow-up studies that did not include data on
children);

- Other special cases justified by the offeror and found acceptable to the
review group and the Institute Director

Definition of a Child

For the purpose of this solicitation, a child is defined as an individual under the age of 21 years.
The definition of child described above will pertain to this solicitation (notwithstanding the FDA
definition of a child as an individual from infancy to 16 years of age, and varying definitions employed
by some states). Generally, State laws define what constitutes a “child,” and such definitions dictate
whether or not a person can legally consent to participate in a research study. However, State laws
vary, and many do not address when a child can consent to participate in research. Federal
Regulations (45 CFR 46, subpart D, Sec.401-409) address DHHS protections for children who
participate in research, and rely on State definitions of “child” for consent purposes. Consequently,
the children included in this policy (persons under the age of 21) may differ in the age at which their
own consent is required and sufficient to participate in research under State law. For example, some
states consider a person age 18 to be an adult and therefore one who can provide consent without
parental permission.

Research Involving Human Fetal Tissue

Human Fetal Tissue means tissue or cells obtained from a dead human fetus, including human
embryonic stem cells, human pluripotent stem cells and human embryonic germ cells.

The governing federal statute is the Public Health Service Act, 42 U.S.C. 289g-1 and 289g-2.
Implementing regulations and guidance for conducting research on human fetal tissue may be found
at45 CFR 46, Subpart B and http://grants1.nih.gov/grants/quide/notice-files/not93-235.html and any
subsequent revisions to this NIH Guide to Grants and Contracts ("Guide") Notice.

By signing the face page of the proposal, the offeror (authorized institutional official) certifies that
researchers using human fetal tissue are in compliance with 42 USC 289g-2. This statute specifically
prohibits any person from knowingly acquiring, receiving, or transferring any human fetal tissue for
valuable consideration. "Valuable consideration" is a concept similar to profit, and does not include
reasonable payment for costs associated with the collection processing, preservation, storage, quality
control or transportation of these tissues.
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Research involving the transplantation of human fetal tissue must be conducted in accordance with
applicable Federal, State and local law.

Research Involving Prisoners as Subjects

a. HHS Regulations at 45 CFR Part 46, Subpart C provide additional protections pertaining to
biomedical and behavioral research involving prisoners or those individuals who, during the
period of the contract become prisoners, as subjects. These regulations also set forth the
duties of the Institutional Review Board (IRB) where prisoners are involved in the research.
HHS-funded research involving prisoners as subjects may not proceed until the Office for
Human Research Protections (OHRP) issues approval, in writing, as required by 45 CFR
46.306(a)(2). In addition, OHRP Guidance on the Involvement of Prisoners in Research may
be found at:

b. HHS Waiver for Epidemiological Research Involving Prisoners as Subjects

On June 20, 2003 the Secretary of HHS waived the applicability of certain provisions of
Subpart C of 45 CFR Part 46, (Additional DHHS Protections Pertaining to Biomedical and
Behavioral Research Involving Prisoners as Subjects) to specific types of epidemiological
research involving prisoners as subjects.

the Institutional Review Board (IRB) approved the research and fulfilled its duties
under 45 CFR 46.305(a)(2-7) and determined and documented that:

a) the research presents no more than minimal risk, and
b) no more than inconvenience to the prisoner-subjects, and
c) prisoners are not a particular focus of the research.

Research Involving Recombinant DNA Molecules (including Human Gene Transfer Research)

Recombinant DNA Molecules are either 1) molecules that are constructed outside of living cells by
joining natural or synthetic DNA segments to DNA molecules that can replicate in a living cell, or 2)
DNA molecules that result from the replication of those described in 1).

The NIH Guidelines for Research Involving Recombinant DNA Molecules
(http://www4.0d.nih.gov/oba/rac/quidelines/quidelines.html and the May 28, 2002 Notice, Compliance
with the NIH Guidelines for Research Involving Recombinant DNA Molecules, at:
(http://grants1.nih.gov/grants/guide/notice-files/NOT-OD-02-052.html)

and any subsequent revisions to the Guide Notice) stipulates biosafety and containment measures
for recombinant DNA research and delineates critical, ethical principles and key safety reporting
requirements for human gene transfer research (See Appendix M of the NIH Guidelines). These
guidelines apply to both basic and clinical research studies.

The Recombinant DNA Advisory Committee (RAC) is charged with the safety of manipulation of
genetic material through the use of recombinant DNA techniques. Prior to beginning any clinical trials
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involving the transfer of recombinant DNA to humans, the trial must be registered with the RAC. If
this contract involves new protocols that contain unique and//or novel issues, the RAC must discuss
them in a public forum and then the Institutional Biosafety Committee (IBC), the Institutional Review
Board (IRB), and the project officer and contracting officer must approve the protocol prior to the start
of the research.

Failure to comply with these requirements may result in suspension, limitation, or termination of NIH
funding for any work related to Recombinant DNA Research or a requirement for the contracting
officer’s prior approval of any or all Recombinant DNA projects under any contract awarded from this
solicitation. This includes the requirements of the Standing Institutional Biosafety Committee (IBC)
(See http://www4.0d.nih.gov/oba/IBC/IBCindexpg.htm).

As specified in Appendix M-1-C-4 of the NIH Guidelines, any serious adverse event must be reported
immediately to the IRB, the IBC, the Office for Human Research Protections (if applicable), and the
NIH Office for Biotechnology Activities (OBA), followed by the filing of a written report with each
office/group and copies to the project officer and contracting officer.

Human Embryonic Germ Cell (HEGC) Research
1. Guidelines.

Research use of human embryonic germ cells derived from fetal tissue with Federal funds
requires review of compliance with the NIH Guidelines for Research Using Human Pluripotent
Stem Cells (http://stemcells.nih.gov/policy/guidelines.asp) (only the information regarding
human embryonic germ cells is relevant). Embryonic germ cells are pluripotent stem cells
derived from human embryos. See NIH Guide for Grants and Contracts Notice
NOT-OD-02-049, requiring that offerors/contractors submit certain documents to the Human
Pluripotent Stem Cell Review Group (HPSCRG), which will be reviewed in a public meeting.
Research using human embryonic germ cells may not be performed prior to approval by the
HPSCRG.

All offerors should read the "NIH Guidelines" (http://stemcells.nih.gov/policy/quidelines.asp)
if they either: (1) propose to respond to the Statement of Work requirements by conducting
research that uses human embryonic germ cells or, (2) are responding to a Statement of
Work that requires the use of human embryonic germ cells.

Offerors may obtain copies of these Guidelines from the website above or from the contact
person listed in this solicitation.

2. Procedure for Required Review by Human Pluripotent Stem Cell Review Group (HPSCRG)

If the offeror intends to fulfill the requirements of the Statement of Work by performing
research using human embryonic germ cells, it must so state in its proposal.

If the offeror's proposal includes research using human embryonic germ cells and it receives
acontract award, the contractor may not perform any research using these human embryonic
germ cells until the Human Pluripotent Stem Cell Review Group (HPSCRG) has reviewed
and approved the documentation furnished as prescribed in "Procedures for Submission of
Compliance Documents to the Human Pluripotent Stem Cell Review Group (HPSCRG) for
the Research Use of Human Embryonic Germ Cells"
(http://grants2.nih.gov/grants/quide/notice-files/INOT-OD-02-049.html) and the contracting
officer has notified the contractor of the approval in writing.

The resultant contract will be divided into discrete phases or option period(s). During Option
Period(s)/Phase(s) of the contract, the contractor shall submit the original and two copies
of the required documentation and assurances that address the areas covered in
"Procedures for Submission of Compliance Documents to the Human Pluripotent Stem Cell
Review Group (HPSCRG) for the Research Use of Human Embryonic Germ Cells," at:
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(http://grants2.nih.gov/grants/quide/notice-files/INOT-OD-02-049.html)
to the contracting officer. This documentation will be forwarded for review and approval to
the HPSCRG.

If the HPSCRG disapproves the documentation presented by the contractor, the Contracting
Officer may elect to either terminate the contract in accordance with the Termination for
Convenience clause of the contract OR determine not to exercise subsequent option(s) as
appropriate based the terms of the specific contract. Otherwise, when the HPSCRG
approves the documentation, the contracting officer will notify the contractor in writing that
research using the human embryonic germ cells may commence.

Research involving the use of human embryonic germ cells shall not be conducted under the
contract until the HPSCRG review and approval have been obtained, and the contracting
officer has provided written notice of such approval to the contractor.

Human Embryonic Stem Cell (HESC) Research

On August 9, 2001, the President announced the criteria that must be met for Federal funds to be
used for research on existing human embryonic stem cell lines. These criteria were subsequently
published by the NIH at: http://grants1.nih.gov/grants/quide/notice-files/NOT-OD-02-005.html. The
following eligibility criteria must be met:

1. The derivation process (which commences with the removal of the inner cell mass from the
blastocyst) must have already been initiated prior to August 9, 2001;

2. Prior to August 9, 2001, the embryo from which the stem cell line was derived no longer had
the possibility of development as a human being;

3. The stem cells must have been derived from an embryo that was created for reproductive

purposes;

4. The embryo was no longer needed for these purposes;

5. Informed consent must have been obtained for the donation of the embryo;

6. No financial inducements were provided for the donation of the embryo.

To facilitate research using human embryonic stem cells, the NIH has established a Human
Embryonic Stem Cell Registry ("the NIH Registry”) that lists the human embryonic stem cells that
meet the eligibility criteria. This registry is available at: http://stemcells.nih.gov/registry/.

Research involving the derivation of new stem cells from human embryos or the use of human
embryonic stem cells that are not listed on the NIH Human Embryonic Stem Cell Registry may not
be conducted with Federal funding.

If a particular human embryonic stem cell line has not been required by the Statement of Work, an

offeror proposing research involving human embryonic stem cells must cite a human embryonic stem
cell line that is listed in the NIH Registry in its proposal.

NHLBI IT Systems Security RFP Provision

Information Technology Systems Security, is applicable to this solicitation and the following

information is provided to supplement this item to assist in proposal preparation.

(a) Sensitivity and Security Level Designations.

This information shall include the
amounts of the basic elements of the proposed cost or price. These elements will include, as
applicable, direct labor, fringe benefits, travel, materials, subcontracts, purchased parts, shipping,
indirect costs and rate, fee, and profit.

Cost and Pricing Data

The following statement: This proposal reflects our estimates and/or
actual costs as of this date and conforms with the instructions in FAR
15.403-5(b)(1) and Table 15-2.

B. In submitting your proposal, you must include an index, appropriately referenced,
of all the cost or pricing data and information accompanying or identified in the
proposal. In addition, you must annotate any future additions and/or revisions, up
to the date of agreement on price, or an earlier date agreed upon by the parties,
on a supplemental index.

C. As part of the specific information required, you must submit, with your proposal,
cost or pricing data (that is, data that are verifiable and factual and otherwise as
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defined at FAR 15.401). You must clearly identify on your cover sheet that cost
or pricing data are included as part of the proposal. In addition, you must submit
with your proposal any information reasonably required to explain your estimating
process, including--

Include raw materials, parts, components, assemblies, and services to be
produced or performed by others. For all items proposed, identify the item and
show the source, quantity, and price. Conduct price analyses of all subcontractor
proposals. Conduct cost analyses for all subcontracts when cost or pricing data
are submitted by the subcontractor. Include these analyses as part of your own
cost or pricing data submissions for subcontracts expected to exceed the
appropriate threshold in FAR 15.403-4. Submit the subcontractor cost or pricing
data as part of your own cost or pricing data as required in paragraph 2.A(2) of
this table. These requirements also apply to all subcontractors if required to
submit cost or pricing data.

(1) Adequate Price Competition. Provide data showing the degree of
competition and the basis for establishing the source and reasonableness
of price for those acquisitions (such as subcontracts, purchase orders,
material order, etc.) exceeding, or expected to exceed, the appropriate
threshold set forth at FAR 15.403-4 priced on the basis of adequate price
competition. For interorganizational transfers priced at other than the
cost of comparable competitive commercial work of the division,
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subsidiary, or affiliate of the contractor, explain the pricing method (see
FAR 31.205-26(e)).

(2) All Other. Obtain cost or pricing data from prospective sources for those
acquisitions (such as subcontracts, purchase orders, material order, etc.)

3. Formats for Submission of Line Item Summaries

The detailed breakdown shall be in the format as shown on the form Breakdown of
Proposed Estimated Cost (plus fee) and Labor Hours (Section J, List of Attachments).
For each separate cost estimate, the offeror must furnish a breakdown by cost element as
indicated above. In addition, summary total amounts shall be furnished. In the event the
RFP cites specific line items, by number, a cost breakdown for each line item must be
furnished.

4. There is a clear distinction between submitting cost or pricing data and merely making
available books, records, and other documents without identification. The requirement for
submission of cost or pricing data is met when all accurate cost or pricing data reasonably
available to the offeror have been submitted, either actually or by specific identification, to
the Contracting Officer or an authorized representative. As later information comes into
your possession, it should be submitted promptly to the Contracting Officer in a manner
that clearly shows how the information relates to the offeror's price proposal. The
requirement for submission of cost or pricing data continues up to the time of agreement
on price, or an earlier date agreed upon between the parties if applicable.

5. By submitting your proposal, you grant the Contracting Officer or an authorized
representative the right to examine records that formed the basis for the pricing proposal.
That examination can take place at any time before award. It may include those books,
records, documents, and other types of factual information (regardless of form or whether
the information is specifically referenced or included in the proposal as the basis for
pricing) that will permit an adequate evaluation of the proposed price.

Provide a copy or describe
current discount policies and price lists (published or
unpublished), e.g., wholesale, original equipment manufacturer,
or reseller. Also explain the basis of each offered price and its
relationship to the established catalog price, including how the
proposed price relates to the price of recent sales in quantities
similar to the proposed quantities;

For market-priced items, the source and date or period of the
market quotation or other basis for market price, the base
amount, and applicable discounts. In addition, describe the
nature of the market;

For items included on an active Federal Supply Service Multiple
Award Schedule contract, proof that an exception has been
granted for the schedule item.

The offeror grants the Contracting Officer or an authorized representative the right
to examine, at any time before award, books, records, documents, or other
directly pertinent records to verify any request for an exception under this
provision, and the reasonableness of price. For items priced using catalog or
market prices, or law or regulation, access does not extend to cost or profit
information or other data relevant solely to the offeror's determination of the
prices to be offered in the catalog or marketplace.

The evaluation will be based on the demonstrated capabilities of the prospective Contractors in relation to
the needs of the project as set forth in the RFP. The merits of each proposal will be evaluated carefully.
Each proposal must document the feasibility of successful implementation of the requirements of the RFP.
Offerors must submit information sufficient to evaluate their proposals based on the detailed criteria listed
below.

Selection of an offeror for contract award will be based on an evaluation of proposals against three factors.
The factors in order of importance are: technical, cost/price, and small disadvantaged business (SDB)
participation. The technical proposal will receive paramount consideration in the selection of the
contractor(s) for this acquisition.

Independently, and not as an agent of the Government, the Contractor shall furnish all
the necessary services, qualified personnel, material, equipment, and facilities, not
otherwise provided by the Government as needed to perform the Statement of Work.

Note: While communities have differing words to express their ethnic identity,
throughout this document, we will use the word Hispanic to be inclusive of all Hispanic or
Latino groups, that is those who self-identify their origin (either recent or distant past)
from Spanish or Portuguese speaking countries of North, Central or South America
(including Caribbean Islands), or from Spain or Portugal.

A. General Description of the Required Objectives and Desired Results

The overall objectives of this research are to identify the prevalence of and risk factors
(protective or harmful) for diseases, disorders and conditions in Hispanic populations,
and to determine the role of acculturation and disparities in their prevalence and
development. This study is intended to be broad-based and will address a wide variety
of conditions, including heart disease, stroke, asthma, chronic obstructive lung disease,
sleep disorders, dental carries and disease, hearing impairment and tinnitus, diabetes,
kidney and liver disease, and cognitive impairment. Risk factors to be assessed include
(but are not limited to) nutrition, activity, obesity, smoking, blood pressure, blood lipids,
acculturation, social and economic disparity, psychosocial factors, occupation, health
care access, medication and supplement use, and environmental context. Samples of
Hispanics will be selected to be representative of a defined community, will participate in
an examination consisting of interviews and procedures and will be followed over time
for disease occurrence. This will be achieved through the following specific objectives in
an 8-year contract:

1. To identify up to four communities in the US of persons of Hispanic origin (one
community majority Mexican-American, one majority Cuban, one majority Puerto Rican,
and one majority Central/South American) with stable population and strong community
structure and organization. Balance in geographic distribution of communities and
countries of origin will be a consideration in the site selection.

2. To identify, sample and recruit up to 4000 persons of Hispanic origin from each of
these separate communities for participation in a longitudinal epidemiology study (up to
16,000 persons total, age 18-74).

3. To conduct a detailed interview and examination of these study participants including
fasting blood draw, questionnaires, and procedures to capture health behaviors and risk
factors for many chronic diseases.

4. To conduct an annual contact, consisting of a brief questionnaire, of these persons
following the initial examination.



5. To identify new coronary heart disease, stroke, heart failure, and chronic obstructive
lung disease events that have required hospitalization following the initial examination; to
identify acute exacerbations of asthma requiring ER care or hospitalization; to review
and adjudicate medical information from hospital, physician and other records.

6. To develop innovative hypotheses, perform data analysis, and produce publications
from this study.

7. To provide community education and feedback regarding information from the study
itself; to provide information to improve the health of the communities in general; and to
provide training for minority investigators.

8. To provide opportunities for ancillary studies funded by other mechanisms by
establishing collaborations and publicizing the potential for these opportunities.

The above objectives will be achieved through contracts by the National Heart, Lung,
and Blood Institute with up to four Field Centers, and one Coordinating Center. The
Coordinating Center will provide the services for a Central Laboratory and Reading
Centers as needed (and may do so possibly through awarding subcontracts or other
funding mechanisms through other organizations to provide these services.) Study
protocols will be common to all centers and will be directed by a Steering Committee
consisting of a representative of each Field Center, the Coordinating Center and the
National Heart, Lung, and Blood Institute. Offerors will provide a proposal based on their
assessment of the optimal methods, but after award, standardized protocols will be
established by the Steering Committee which may be the same or may be different from
that proposed by an individual offeror.

Note: The National Heart, Lung, and Blood Institute (NHLBI) will manage these
contracts, but funding has been provided by the NHLBI and the National Cancer Institute,
National Institute on Deafness and Other Communication Disorders, National Institute of
Dental and Craniofacial Research, National Institute of Diabetes and Digestive and
Kidney Diseases, National Institute of Neurological Disorders and Stroke, and the NIH
Office of Dietary Supplements.

B. Background Information

The Hispanic population is now the largest minority population in the US with a projected
three-fold growth by 2050. Hispanics are influenced by factors less commonly found in
other US population groups, including changes in diet, activity, community support,
working conditions, and health care access, particularly as these changes are
associated with immigration from different cultural settings and environments. They are
experiencing increasing obesity, higher risks of diabetes, and changes in social and
behavioral factors with large potential impact on many major chronic diseases. They
consist of population groups originating from multiple geographic areas and founder
populations, and with residence in the US for varying lengths of time, ranging from many
generations to less than a year. These differing cultural and genetic backgrounds can
have a large potential to influence disease risk.



National data show that US Hispanic populations overall have lower coronary heart
disease mortality rates than non-Hispanics but have increased prevalence of obesity and
diabetes. Hispanics also have a lower incidence of, and mortality from, cancer (all sites)
than blacks or whites. These data also show that some Hispanic groups have high
asthma burden, with Puerto Ricans having a 4-fold higher asthma prevalence than
Mexican Americans. Disproportionate numbers of Hispanics have fewer economic
resources and more may be employed in occupations with exposures that could
adversely affect health and increase risk of disease.

If the immigrant Hispanic populations follow the patterns of most other immigrant groups,
their risk of chronic diseases associated with US lifestyle and culture is likely to increase.
Observational data are needed to assess changes associated with immigration and
acculturation to living in the US, identify those most strongly related to disease risk, and
determine how best to prevent the risk factor changes which are most harmful to health.
Research in differing cultural settings, such as various Hispanic groups with varying
periods of residence in the US, can identify differences in risk factor associations not
identifiable in more homogenous US populations. If the risk of some diseases, such as
CHD or cancer, is actually lower in Hispanics than in non-Hispanics, or the risk of other
diseases, such as asthma, obesity or diabetes is higher in some Hispanic subgroups,
identification of factors contributing to these differences will be relevant to both Hispanics
and non-Hispanics.

Hispanic populations are very much understudied with respect to many diseases. Their
projected population growth underscores the need for accurate evaluation of their
disease burden and risk. Their disproportionately lower economic status results in
significant disparities in health care. Compared to non-Hispanics, Mexican Americans
(and for some indices all Hispanics) are half as likely to have their hypertension
controlled, more than twice as often report no usual health care, have a greater
prevalence of reported fair or poor health, and are twice as likely to have no health
insurance. Asthma appears to be a particular problem in some subgroups, and
occupational exposures put lower SES Hispanics at higher risk for other lung diseases.

Longitudinal cohort studies in Hispanic populations are needed to understand the
development of risk factors and disease in these populations, and to apply the
knowledge gained to prevention of disease in the entire US population.

C. Detailed Description of the Technical Requirements

The Coordinating Center will perform the following activities in support of the Field
Center activities outlined in the Field Center Statement of Work:

1. Work cooperatively and coordinate study activities among the Field Centers,
Laboratories, Reading Centers and the NHLBI Project Office through the following
general activities:



Conscientiously participate in the Steering Committee and appropriate
subcommittee meetings to develop and implement a coordinated plan to
achieve Study objectives.

Be the leader in data analysis, make presentations at scientific meetings,
and submit publications to peer-reviewed journals. Submit abstracts and
manuscripts proposed for presentation or publication following
procedures to be established by the Steering Committee. Provide for
distributed data analysis also to be done at the Field Centers and provide
a mechanism for verification of analysis.

Prepare and submit technical and financial reports as specified herein.

Maintain confidentiality and security of the data files, and transmit
completed data promptly as specified in Study Protocols. Provide original
data to NHLBI if requested by the Project Officer.

Encourage investigators, especially Hispanic researchers, from within and
outside of the Study to collaborate in data analysis and publication of
Study results. Plans to facilitate this include (but are not limited to)
publicizing the availability of the ancillary study mechanism on the public
website, at scientific meetings, or by letters to investigators. Provide data
user support and staff to respond to inquiries about distributed data or
ancillary studies. Promote data user conferences, on-site tutorials, or on-
site research experiences.

Maintain and update as needed a public website that includes descriptive
information about the Study; a searchable and updated publications list;
Coordinating Center contact information; ancillary study policies and
procedures; list of exam components, manuals of operation, protocols,
forms, and questionnaires from all exams; information on access to
limited access data sets; and other information as deemed appropriate by
the Steering Committee. Maintain an internal web site for communication
to study investigators.

2. Specifically maintain operational and scientific coordination as follows:

a.

Coordinate development, all needed revisions, and distribution of Study
protocols.

Convene meetings of and provide support for the established Committees
(e.g., Steering Committee, Exam Committee, Quality Control Committee,
Event Committee, Publication Committee). This includes preparing
agendas, handling physical arrangements, distributing handouts for
meetings, and preparing and distributing final minutes within 30 days of
the conclusion of the meeting. The NHLBI anticipates that it will be
necessary for the Coordinating Center to travel to the Bethesda, MD, area
for 5 Steering Committee meetings in the first year, and two a year for the
rest of the contract period. [See Note 1 to Offeror in Section L.]



C. Facilitate study communications through regular calls with Field Centers
and Central Laboratories, provision of electronic mail capability,
maintenance of mailing lists, and other means. The Contractor shall
communicate directly with the Field Centers and Laboratories to
anticipate and answer questions about study procedures and solve
problems with data entry.

d. Arrange and provide for central training of all Field Center staff prior to
study initiation, and as needed to improve standardization. The NHLBI
anticipates one trip will be necessary for central training of staff in the first
year, and trips as need for training of new staff throughout the study
period. [See Note 2 to Offeror in Section L.]

e. Support the OMB (Office of Management and Budget) Forms Clearance
Process by preparing all materials under the direction of the NHLBI
Project Office.

f. Make site visits to Field Centers, Laboratories and Reading Centers (if
needed) annually, to monitor adherence to study protocols, and provide
evaluation reports to the Project Officer within 30 days of the visit. Site
visit team shall consist of appropriate staff from the Coordinating Center,
another Field Center, and the NHLBI. The NHLBI anticipate that it will be
necessary to plan for a trip to each field center in years 2, 4, 5,and 7., as
well as a trip to Reading Centers in years 2 and 5. [See Note 3 to
Offeror in Section L.]

g. Plan, coordinate, and pay for the Observational Studies Monitoring Board
(OSMB) meetings including location and travel/honorarium costs, prepare
reports for the meetings and give presentations at the meetings as
directed by the Steering Committee. The Board usually consists of eight
members and meets annually in the Bethesda, MD area. The NHLBI
anticipates that it will be necessary to plan for 1 meeting per year for the
Coordinating Center attendance, and also plan to pay for travel,
accommodation and per diem costs for 8 OSMB members. [See Note 4
to Offeror in Section L.]

h. Apply for study Certificate of Confidentiality.
3. Specifically provide for data entry, transmittal, and management as follows:

Implement, distribute and maintain the Study data collection and management
system, and provide written documentation of the system, training in its use for
staff at all study centers, and user service when questions or problems arise.

The system shall be designed to optimize the accuracy and completeness of
collected data and maintain its security. Data to be collected are described in the
Statement of Work for the Field Centers.



Develop and implement a system for data entry and transfer of data
between sites of collection (Field Centers, Central Laboratories and the
Reading Centers) and the Coordinating Center and monitor this transfer
of data. The data entry and management system will incorporate the
latest techniques to standardize data definitions and collection, consonant
with the NIH Roadmap Project — National Electronic Clinical Trials and
Research network (http://nihroadmap.nih.gov/clinicalresearch/overview-
networks.asp), or the NCI Cancer Biomedical Informatics Grid
(http://cabig.nci.nih.gov/).

Recommend and justify required computer hardware and software to be
used in Field Centers, Central Laboratories and the Reading Centers to
support the data management system. If the equipment is approved by
NHLBI, the Contractor shall purchase and evaluate it, ship it to the
Centers for use, oversee its installation at the Centers and assure its
proper operation.

Provide a secure facility and provide procedures and systems to protect
the confidentiality of study participants. This shall include limiting access
to identifiable information to those with the essential need to know,
providing secure data storage sites, provide computer access to data files
only for those staff required to have access, and provide training in
human subject protections.

4. Provide for protocol development and training:

Participate fully as a member of the Steering Committee and its subcommittees
in development of the new study protocols and data collection instruments,
providing expertise in the epidemiology of the diseases/conditions specified in
this project and other disciplines needed for the work scope described herein.
Assume the maijor responsibility for evaluating the pretesting of Field Center
procedures and coordinating the needed training and retraining sessions.
Provide for translation of forms and questionnaires into Spanish, or other
languages as appropriate. Provide methodological assistance and guidance to
the sampling plans proposed by the Field Centers.

5. Coordinate the study’s quality control activities as follows:

a.

Assume primary responsibility for developing and maintaining the study
quality control protocol.

Chair and provide operational support for the Study Quality Control
Committee.

Follow up on missing data and correctable errors by communication with
Field Centers, Central Laboratory and Reading Centers. Maintain an
audit trail of all changes.

Assign examination components for repetition, and analyze replicate
results.

Prepare quality control reports and distribute them to Field Centers,
Laboratories, Reading Centers, the Quality Control Committee, Steering
Committee and the Project Office, including (but not limited to) data on
protocol adherence, certification, random repeat measurements, and
mean values by time interval, Field Center, abstractor and technician.
Reports shall meet all requirements of frequency and timeliness
established by the Steering Committee, so that prompt correction of
errors can be implemented in the Field Centers, Laboratories or the
Reading Centers.

Follow up with Field Centers, Laboratories, and Reading Centers where
data quality issues have arisen to monitor the implementation of
corrective action, and maintain logs of problems and their solutions.

Provide training and certification of staff, including criteria for acceptability
and retraining and recertification as needed.

6. Provide for data processing, access, and analysis

a.

Perform data documentation, closure and archiving, and take primary
responsibility for managing and editing the data base combined from
each Field Center. Provide complete data set to NHLBI upon closure of
these data cleaning activities.

Prepare a limited access data set (LADS) of data from this study. Limited
access data will be released under this study. Limited access data refers
to trial or study data, with certain deletions and recoding, that are

released to requesting institutions and investigators for specific purposes
and with certain restrictions and conditions. Limited access data will be
made available to the public in accordance with the draft NHLBI Policy for
Distribution of Data (http://www.nhlbi.nih.gov/funding/inits/ladspolicy.doc.).
The NHLBI anticipates that this will be in final form by August 1, 2005. All
changes to the policy are hereby incorporated by reference without

further amendment to the contract.

Provide statistical oversight and programming, and conduct official
analysis and data verification for study publications.

Assume primary responsibility for developing special statistical
methodology needed for Study publications.

Participate in and support the Study Publications Committee, including,
but not limited to:

i. Preparing and distributing materials in preparation for meetings,
correspondence with authors, and minutes of meetings and
records of Committee policies.

ii. Developing and maintaining a manuscript tracking system and
preparing listings and maintaining files of copies of all study
publications.

7. Provide for data activities related to event identification, abstraction and review

a.

Develop the data entry system to record abstracted data as needed from
the medical records, as required in Study Protocols.

Provide scientific leadership and administrative direction for classification
of all Study events, both by computer algorithm and by decisions of the
Mortality and Morbidity Classification Committee (MMCC), including:

Collecting documentation for events, blinding patient identification,
preparing event summaries for MMCC use, developing
classification algorithms, tracking MMCC decisions, coordinating
adjudications, recording final diagnoses, maintaining records of
diagnostic case-law, and preparing reports on outcomes of the
diagnostic process.

Monitor event ascertainment and recommend any appropriate changes in
event ascertainment strategy to assure completeness.

Arrange for National Death Index search for cohort members.

Centrally train and certify abstractors of hospital records, and provide for
re-abstraction for quality control purposes.

8. Provide data processes and support for annual follow-up

a.

Maintain data entry system to collect data from cohort follow-up activities.

Provide Field Centers with general support for all study-wide cohort
follow-up requirements.

9. Provide data processes and support for laboratory studies

a.

Coordinate data entry and transmission of laboratory data from the
Central Laboratory to the Coordinating Center.

10. Provide for data analysis, publications, and web presentation of study information.

a.

Provide both scientific and methodological expertise for analyzing and
publishing important findings related to Study objectives. Responsibility
for analysis and publication will be shared among Field Centers, the
Coordinating Center, the Central Laboratories, the Reading Centers and
the Project Office, as directed and coordinated by the Steering Committee.

Maintain a web site with downloadable files including study manuals,
protocols, publications lists and manuscript proposals, to permit
investigators outside the Study, following appropriate procedures, to
participate in data analysis. The web site shall be reviewed at least every
four months and updated as needed. The web site should allow for both
internal access to study investigators for study communication, and for
external access to inform study participants, the study community, the
public, and interested researchers. The external web site shall include
lay summaries of publications for general reading and other information to
provide the community with study progress and findings.

Provide data support services for reading centers

Provide and implement the services of common reading centers. Provide
for data transmission between these centers, the Field Centers and the
Coordinating Center. These Reading Centers, which may or may not be
needed as determined by the Steering Committee, will provide
methodological direction, quality control, and interpretation and reading
for procedures and questionnaires in the following areas:

a. Pulmonary Function Testing Reading Center

The data collected by the field centers will measure pulmonary function

with established and standardized procedures for spirometry. Following
the first spirometric test, participants with impaired function will inhale a

bronchodilator followed by a second spirometry test.

b. ECG Reading Center

A standard digital ECG will be conducted by the Field Centers on each
participant.

C. Nutrition Reading Center

The data collected by the field centers will include one 24-hour dietary
recall obtained during the examination. Also during the examination, a
food frequency/propensity questionnaire will be obtained. No later than 1
month later, another 24-hour dietary recall will be obtained either through
a telephone call, or through a direct interview in the home.
Questionnaires and nutrient food tables may need to be developed for
Hispanic foods. The recall and frequency/propensity questionnaire
should follow the current NHANES protocol with the reference found at:
http://www.cdc.gov/nchs/nhanes.htm.

Additionally, the 24-hour recall should include information on dietary
supplements and botanicals, both standard and alternative.

C. Sleep Study Reading Center

The data collected by the field centers will include a cost-efficient direct
assessment of overnight sleep disordered breathing, particularly to
assess sleep interruption due to sleep apnea.

d. Dental Examination Reading Center

The data collected by the field centers will include assessment of medical
exclusion, tooth count, functional occlusion/occlusion pairs, coronal caries,
restorative materials, root caries, periodontal disease, and
recommendations for dental health care. A summary of the

recommended protocol from NIDCR is found in the appendix. A detailed
protocol is found in the NHANES web site as described in the appendix.
The Dental Reference Examiner will be designated by the Project Office.

e. The Audiometry Reading Center

The audiometry examination conducted by the Field Centers will include
otoscopy, acoustic immitance and pure tone audiometry. A summary
protocol from the NIDCD is found in the appendix. A detailed protocol
can be found in the NHANES web site as described in the appendix.
The Audiometry Reference Examiner will be designated by the Project
Office.

12. Provide the services for the Central Laboratory.

The laboratory will be responsible for performing the analysis of blood,
serum, plasma as specified in this RFP using the highest quality
standards and quality control. The laboratory measurements include total
cholesterol, HDL cholesterol, triglycerides, glucose, insulin, HbA1c,
urinary albumin/creatinine, serum cotinine, serum alanine and aspartate
aminotransferase concentrations, fasting serum leptin, iron and transferrin,
serum creatinine, serology for hepatitis A, B, and C, HCV RNA (on the
subset hepatitis C positive). The laboratory will process and store
samples for future use including whole blood, serum, and plasma and
with preparations which would allow future chemistry, hormone, gene and
protein expression analyses. The lab will use a state of the art inventory
system to document location, and sample quantity. The laboratory will
handle all sample preparation and shipping for case-control or other
required laboratory processes. The laboratory will extract DNA and will
store for future use. The laboratory will perform genetic analysis of 2,000
ancestry informative markers and will provide results to the coordinating
center for analysis.
